Convent in Libya 
reported damaged 


Vatican notes pope on terrorism

A Franciscan convent in Libya was reported ‘‘seriously 
damaged’’ April 15 by the U.S. air attack on Libyan 
targets ordered by President Reagan. 


The Vatican, meanwhile, had no immediate reaction to 
the bombing, but the chief Vatican spokesman noted that 
Pope John Paul II already has condemned terrorist 
actions and reprisals. 


U.S. NAVY and Air Force warplanes hit targets in 
Tripoli, Benghazi, and other locations in Libya in an 
April 15 early morning raid in retaliation for the killings 
of Americans in Europe in terrorist attacks blamed on 
Libya. 

The report of the damage to the convent in Libya came 
in a Vatican Radio interview by telephone April 15 with 
Father Innocente Barbaglia, head of the Franciscan 
mission in Tripoli. 

He said no priests or Religious were hurt in the Tripoli 
bombing but that the house of the Franciscan Sisters of 
Mary was “‘seriously damaged.’’ 


‘““REGARDING CIVILIAN deaths, there seem to be 
quite a few, but the number is not known,”’ said Father 
Barbaglia, who expressed no opinions about the bombing 
in the Vatican Radio interview. 


Vatican spokesman Joaquin Navarro-Valls_ told 
National Catholic News Service April 15 there was no 
official Vatican reaction to the bombing that day. But he 
noted the pope’s condemnations of terrorist actions and 
reprisals in the pope’s Easter message. 

‘The position of condemnation by the Holy See of 
terrorist actions and reprisals already has been expressed 
by the pope last March 30 in his Easter message,’’ said 
Navarro-Valls. 


IN THE EASTER message the pope condemned 
violence in regions ‘‘where there arise temptations to use 
terrorism and reprisals.’’ : 

Vatican Radio, citing no sources, also reported April 
15 that three Franciscan priests and an Italian nun 
reported captured April 10 by Revolutionary Committee 
factions in Libya had been freed. 
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Catholics should protest board’s 
campus-based clinic proposal

The following is a letter by Bishop Maher to Catholics in the Diocese of San 
Diego regarding the possible establishment of a school-based clinic by the San Diego 
Unified School District. 


On March 11, the San Diego Board of Education 
created a task force to study the establishment of a 
campus-based health care service. This was done despite 
the objections of two-thirds of the speakers heard by the 
board. 


The objections presented to the board are well 
considered. The delivery of health-care services is not the 
responsibility of the school system. In fact, the services 


Father Clark knocks 
City Schools chief’s 
statements on clinic

SAN DIEGO — In a recent interview with Southern 
Cross, Father Dennis R. Clark, diocesan Superintendent 
of Catholic Schools, stated that he was ‘‘disappointed’’ 
with Dr. Thomas Payzant’s introduction of a proposal to 
have health care centers in San Diego City Schools. Such 
health care centers would, among other things, offer 
pregnancy counseling as well as contraceptive 
information and abortion referrals. 


“I think that by advocating such health care centers,”’ 
Father Clark said, ‘‘Dr. Payzant is abdicating his role as 
an educational leader. He is also settling for a solution of 
the symptom — teen pregnancy — rather than the 
problem — teen promiscuity. You can’t solve a problem 


by popping pills.”’ 


“TI AM SURPRISED that no one has noticed the irony 
in Dr. Payzant’s position. On the one hand, the public 
schools are making efforts to rid themselves of drugs on 
campus. On the other hand, they are now advocating the 
use of drugs, among other things, to solve the problem of 
teen pregnancies. Such a double standard erodes the 
moral base for resisting substance abuse.”’ 


In an April 5 San Diego Union article, San Diego 
Unified Superintendent Payzant downplayed the

which the health centers would provide are already 
available free of charge to needy students. 


WHY, THEN, has a Task Force been assembled to 
study the feasibility of duplicating already existing 
community services? 


It would appear that the principal reason is to find an 
apparently legitimized means of providing pregnancy 
counseling, contraceptives, and abortion counseling for 
teen-age students. The inclusion of other health problems 
on the school board’s list of concerns seems to be merely 
an attempt to obscure the real purpose of a health care 
center. 


ONE OF THE principal advocates for the addition of 
this program in our public schools was a spokesperson for 
Planned Parenthood. By definition, this organization’s 
overriding concern is birth control, regardless of whether 
this is achieved by contraception or abortion. 


Planned Parenthood consistently and erroneously 
views pregnancy as a health problem. Consequently it 
seeks to control pregnancy medically, by pills, artificial 
devices, or abortion. It denies that there is any moral 
component to sexual activity. 


Tragically, the mentality of Planned Parenthood, 
which is insidious in its attack on the lives of the unborn, 
is pervasive in our society. 


HOWEVER, THE moral concerns involved in this 
issue must not be disregarded or denied. 


Sexual activity outside marriage is immoral. Offering 
contraceptives or abortions to school children is 
inherently evil, for it tacitly encourages them to act 
promiscuously. It clearly suggests to them that they are 
“‘safe’’ to behave as though they were married adults, 
without any awareness of the responsibilities of adulthood 
or marriage. It exposes adolescents to 20 venereal diseases 
which are nearly epidemic in our society and which can 
result in sterility or death. It is anti-educational, for it

discourages teen-agers from learning self-discipline and 
encourages them to act in a sexually irresponsible, self- 
indulgent and sinful fashion. 


In other communities such so-called ‘‘health’’ clinics 
have become seed beds for adolescent abortion, 
particularly among minority groups and the poor. 


A PRINCIPAL underlying motivation for establishing 
these health centers is racist, namely, to deprive ethnic 
minorities of their right to have children. 


School officials have stated that students would need 
signed authorization from parents to use the center’s 
resources. While this may be true for other medical 
treatment, California law permits minors of any age to 
receive contraceptives and abortions without the 
knowledge or consent of parents. 


It seems apparent that the campus health-care center 
would be for all intents and purposes, a readily available 
birth control clinic for your teen-age children, sponsored 
and established by your school board. 


YOUR RIGHTS, authority, and responsibilities as 
parents would be undermined by public officials and 
school board policy. Both as a Catholic and a taxpayer, 
this should be deeply offensive to you. 


It is very important that we inform the San Diego 
Board of Education of our opposition to the possibility of 
establishing a school board sponsored health care center. 


I urge you to state your objections to the local papers, 
Superintendent Tom Payzant, and the members of the 
school board.

ANTI-ABORTION RIDER DELAYED 
— The U.S. Catholic Conference has blamed 
‘‘pro-abortion interest groups’’ and 
congressional leaders for a stalemate over a 
key civil rights bill, which the USCC and pro- 
lifers want to amend to include an anti- 
abortion rider. In a lengthy report to the 
nation’s bishops on the proposed Civil Rights 
Restoration Act, Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye, 
USCC general secretary, wrote that ‘‘the 
people responsible for keeping this very 
important legislation from moving forward are 
the congressional leaders who oppose 
the...amendments and those who are 
responding to the pressure of pro-abortion 
interest groups.’’ The Civil Rights 
Restoration Act would overturn the 1984 
“Grove City’? Supreme Court ruling, which 
said that only federally funded programs at 
universities or colleges, not the entire 
institution, can be held accountable for civil 
rights violations. 


MASS FOR MARCOS — An Easter Mass 
celebrated at the home of deposed Filipino 
President Ferdinand Marcos and his wife 
Imelda caused an uproar among some 
Hawaiian Catholics and prompted Bishop 
Joseph Ferrario of Honolulu to defend all 
believers’ right to the sacraments. The Mass 
was supposed to be private and was celebrated 
by Father Clarence Fisher of Holy Trinity 
Church, the parish in which Marcos’ rented 
beachfront home is located. But it drew a 
swarm of journalists — invited by Marcos — 
and led dismayed Catholics to telephone the 
pastor and bishop. 


FUNDAMENTALISTS ACQUITTED — 
Three Protestant fundamentalists, who last 
Oct. 31 destroyed a statue of Mary believed 
miraculous by many Catholics, were acquitted 
by an Irish court in March. The three, Robert 
Draper, Roderick Murphy and Anthony 
Fowler, were indicted under the 1861 
Malicious Damages Act of maliciously 
damaging a statue in a place of divine worship. 
There was no doubt at the trial that the three 
had damaged the statue at Ballinspittle, 
Ireland. But Judge Kevin O’Higgins 
instructed the jury to acquit the three because, 
in his opinion, the wayside grotto where the 
statue was located does not constitute a place 
of divine worship as defined by the law. 


NICARAGUAN PRIESTS CRITICIZED 
— Nicaragua’s bishops have criticized a so- 
called Nicaraguan ‘‘popular church,’’ 
accusing activist priests and nuns of 
manipulating the Gospel ‘‘for their own 
ends.’’ In an eight-page statement issued April 
7, the bishops also criticized the war between 
Nicaragua’s Sandinista government and the 
U.S.-backed counterrevolutionaries, or 
contras. ‘‘A belligerent group of priests, 
religious workers and lay people of various 
nationalities, who say they belong to the 
Catholic Church, are in reality working 
actively to undermine the church,’ the 
bishops’ statement said. ‘“They manipulate 
the fundamental truths of our faith, taking 
upon themselves the right to reinterpret and 
even to rewrite the word of God, in order to 
make it fit their own ideology and use it for 
their own ends,’’ they said._ 


APARTHEID CONDEMNED — Racial 
discrimination is nowhere so established as in 
South Africa, said a Vatican official, and ‘‘it 
must be overcome.’’ The teaching of the 
church is unambiguous, said Cardinal Roger 
Etchegaray in a letter to the Southern African 
Catholic Bishops’ Conference. ‘‘Apartheid 
must be overcome...because it stands in 
contrast to the principle of the equality of every 
human being and to the fundamental rights of 
the human person,’’ he wrote. But the 
cardinal added that change must be sought 
“‘without resorting to violence.’’ The letter 
from Cardinal Etchegaray, president of the 
Pontifical Justice and Peace Commission, 
marked the anniversary of the killing of 67 
black civilians by police at Sharpeville, South 
Africa, on March 21, 1960. 


EXCOMMUNICATION DEFENDED — 
While saying he was ‘‘sorry the whole thing 
had to happen at all,’’ Bishop Louis Gelineau 
of Providence defended his diocese’s action in 
the excommunication of Mary Ann 
Sorrentino, Planned Parenthood director in 
Rhode Island. In a news conference at WJAR- 
TV in Providence April 4, Bishop Gelineau 
said Ms. Sorrentino has been a prominent 
proponent of abortion since she was hired by 
Planned Parenthood in 1977. ‘‘So she got the

job and, indeed, since then she has been a 
spokesperson for abortion and has been 
involved in the procuring of abortions.... She’s 
been well known. So, I think, sooner or later 
there had to come this clarification of her 
status with the church,’ the bishop said. 
Bishop Gelineau said the excommunication 
was automatic and that he personally had not 
excommunicated her. 


DIVIDED OPINIONS — Fifty-three 
percent of U.S. Catholics responding to a 
Washington Post-ABC News _ nationwide 
survey said they are in favor of women priests, 
and half said they oppose mandatory celibacy 
for priests. Results of the survey, released 
April 5, were based on a random sample of 
1,147 adult Americans interviewed by 
telephone. The margin of error for such a poll 
is plus or minus 3 percent. Questions were 
asked about religious beliefs, beliefs about 
Christianity, religious practices, religious 
affiliation, Catholic issues and politics and 
religion. 


EUTHANASIA GAINS SUPPORT — In 
spite of opposition from the Catholic 
hierarchy, pressure continues to build in the 
Netherlands for the legalization of active 
euthanasia. Public opinion polls show that a 
large majority of the Dutch, including Dutch 
Catholics, support changes in the law to allow 
the deliberate ending of one’s own life. 
However, the Dutch government has 
postponed action on two bills seeking to 
legalize to varying degrees the practice of 
euthanasia. In 1985 the Dutch Catholic 
bishops issued a pastoral letter called 
“Suffering and Dying of the Sick,’’ which said 
that active euthanasia — the killing of a 
patient by injection, for instance — could in 
no way be condoned. 


ECUMENICAL PRAYER — Leaders of 
Christian and non-Christian faiths plan to 
meet Oct. 27 in Assisi, Italy, to pray for world 
peace, Pope John Paul II announced April 6. 
The pope said the encounter will represent “‘a 
vast movement of reflection and prayer.’’ Last 
January, Pope John Paul extended an 
invitation to religious leaders to join him in 
Assisi for prayer. The October date was set 
after consultations with those who accepted the 
invitation. The meeting in Assisi, the small hill 
town in central Italy where St. Francis was 
born, will underline the urgent need for peace 
in the world today, the pope said. 


UNDERGROUND CHURCH — Church 
officials met in Rome in March to draw up 
guidelines for governing church contacts with 
China and to seek ways of improving Vatican 
relations with the Asian country, participants 


in the meeting said. One participant, who 
asked to remain anonymous, said the 
guidelines would warn -church visitors to 
China against giving any impression that the 
church is abandoning the so-called 
“underground church’’ — Chinese Catholics 
faithful to the Vatican — for accommodation 
with a government-supported Catholic group. 
The meeting discussed possible solutions to the

ALCALA PARK — The community Mediation 
Program, begun three years ago as an experiment by the 
San Diego Law Center, will take a major step toward 
becoming a permanent community service on July 1. 

That is when the program’s two centers, located in 
Golden Hill and Mira Mesa/Scripps Ranch, merge with 
San Diego Youth and Community Services, Inc., one of 
the largest and most comprehensive community-based 
human services agencies in the region. 

The merger ensures community mediation will remain 
available in San Diego, said Carol Rogoff Hallstrom, 
executive director of the Law Center’s Community 
Mediation Program. 

Community mediation is recognized as a quick, 
economical, and effective alternative to the courts for the 
resolution of disputes between neighbors, friends, 
landlords and tenants, local merchants and consumers, 
and others. 

‘‘The merger illustrates that an innovative and 
successful demonstration project can evolve into an 
established program, even in a precarious climate for 
community and human service programs,’’ Hallstrom 
said. 

Based at the University of San Diego, the Law Center 
is a joint project of USD and the San Diego County Bar 
Association. The center is charged with research and 
development of pioneering projects such as neighborhood 
mediation to improve the legal profession and the 
provision of legal services in this county. 

Liz Shear, Youth and Community Services executive 
director, said her organization wanted the merger because 
community mediation is a service that SDY&CS has 
intended to offer since 1978. 

‘‘We tried to get funding from the federal government 
in 1978 to establish our own mediation center,’’ Shear 
said. ‘‘The Law Center’s mediation project is compatible 
with our services, which are geared to helping people.’’ 

The possibility of expanding mediation services into 
other San Diego neighborhoods is heightened by the 
merger. SDY&CS operates facilities in Ocean Beach, 
East San Diego, and other neighborhoods where 
mediators from the already established centers could be 
sent periodically, Shear said.

The problem of children having children 


In this country, issues enjoy seasons of popularity and 
then they fade away. Not because they have been solved, 
but because a new issue has risen to the top of the charts. 


When I was in elementary school in the 1950s, I 
enjoyed a fairly trouble-free existence until the day the 
Russians put Sputnik into orbit. 


A HUE and cry was suddenly heard across the land, 
““How could they have beaten us?!?!’’ The answer soon 
emerged: those dastardly Russians had beaten us because 
our elementary schools were not teaching enough math 
and science. 


I had thought my teachers were nice people, but now I 
learned that they had been derelict.in their duty. So had I. 
It was explained to me and my classmates that the only 
way we would ever “‘beat those Russians’’ would be if we 
really studied our math and really did well in science. 


This childhood episode sticks in my brain because I 
have seen the same drama unfold so many times since. 
From my observations, I would even be so bold as to form 
a rule of thumb:. If any issue is. troubling the American 
people, we will foist it off on the public schools and let 
them take care of it. 


ONE OF the. issues. at the top of the charts today is’ 


teen-age pregnancy. Children are having children all the 


time. People thought it was not much of a problem so long - 


as black and brown children were having children. But 


now even white children are having children, so. something - 


must be very wrong.

about the same subject from an educational perspective in 
this issue. 


For my part, I would like to say a few philosophical 
words from my armchair. I’ve organized my ideas around 
a paraphrase of one of Jesus’ parables: If a person has not 
done well in small things, don’t give them something 
larger to handle. 


From what I read in the newspaper, our public schools 
are struggling. They are struggling to teach our children 
to read and write. They are struggling to keep drugs off 
campus. They are struggling to get their own buses to 
pick up their own children on time. 


THE OUTCOME of all these struggles is in doubt. 
According to a San Diego onan article a few weeks ago, 
San Diego high school seniors ‘‘showed no improvement 
in written expression and scored slightly lower in 
reading.’’? We know drug raids have become a regular 
feature of highschool life. And children are still missing 
their-education because the school bus never came to pick 


. them up. 


‘Why anyone. now Ce to add pregnancy counseling 
to the responsibilities of San Diego public schools is 


‘difficult to ken. Judging from past performance, this new 
-. task will be bungled as well. In terms of the California 


Assessment Program tests, our public schools seniors 
scored. around 64% in ae and written expression. 


When I was in school, 64% was known as a ‘‘D.”’ I think 


that is an accurate’ rating for San Diego Unified’s idea 
about ‘health. clinics. 


Ironically, some of those who wish the public schools to 
handle birth ‘control’ for children must be among those 
who voted. to cut back on funding for the schools’ 
educational programs! Back in the days when Proposition 
13 was on thé ballot, people couldn’t say enough about 
how incompetent-our schools were and how much money 


‘they were wasting: Now that these same schools have less 


funds to do what they are supposed to do, people are 


suddenly saying that our public schools can handle a new 
challenge. It surpasses human understanding. 


THAT IS, it surpasses human understanding unless 
once again we are using our schools as a scapegoat for the 
problems we have created. 


Why not look to the music industry? Why not look to 
television? Why not examine the volume of sexually 
explicit songs and shows which deluge our youth? Why 
not ask if modern music and television are not 
programming our youth to become sexually active? 


Why not examine teen-agers’ complaints of boredom? 
They are bored with their classes, and bored with a lack of 
activities. Or, so many of them say. Are these complaints 
totally false? 


WHY NOT look to the home? Of course this is a 
dynamite area to even speak about, but perhaps it needs 
examining. Some children know all about casual sex and 
casual relationships long before they go to school. Those 
parents who are conscientious and God-fearing are once 
again having their role diminished by the state. 


Why not look to the question of employment? Are there 
jobs for our youth which will not only pay them but also 
challenge them and give them hope for the future?’ . 

And finally, why not look to the churches?: Are ‘they. 
doing anything except saying ‘“Thou shalt not?”’ 

CLEARLY THERE is a problem of teen- -age 
pregnancy. It seems to be a more serious problem ‘in the 


United States than in any other first world country. This - 


is so, even though the problem is not progressively - 


worsening. In every age group except the younger- 


than-15 group, the rate of teenage pregnancy has eaaly : ; a 


decreased in the past two decades. 


I suspect that the causes of this problem are far more" 
basic and far more societal than most of us think. I also 


suspect that many young people who become pregnant do » 


so because, consciously or subconsciously, they - want to” 


become pregnant. 


The problem is larger than the scope of our pike x 


schools. The problem is also beyond the competence of 
our public schools.

Reform of the Roman Curia and its implementation | 


Who says so? The council, the-popes, the 
bishops.and Curia folks themselves have 
all: said it. 


Pope John Paul II in response to a 
‘number of urgent requests, public and 
private, appointed yet another 
commission to ‘‘implement’’ the now 
seven-year reform effort of the Roman 
Curia. It met with him on March 7. 


PREDICTABLY, in line with a long 
standing policy of the less news the better, 
this was the first ‘‘announcement”’ of the 
commission’s existence — a line in the 
Vatican press bulletin announced the 
meeting and mentioned that its chariman 
was 72-year-old Italian Cardinal 
Sebastian Baggio. 


The cardinal is an old Vatican hand 
who headed the Church’s embassies in 
Chile, Canada, and Brazil before 
returning to Italy in 1969 as Archbishop 
of Cagliari. In 1973 Pope Paul VI put 


him in charge of the Vatican 
Congregation which names bishops 
where he stayed for 11 years — under 


three Popes, Paul VI, John Paul I, and 
John Paul II. He is now the ‘‘mayor’’ of 
Vatican city as well as ‘‘Chamberlain’’ of 
the Church (the man who runs things 
when a pope dies, until another is 
elected). 


Officially the names of the commission 
members have not been publicly 
announced, another instance of Vatican 
secrecy which drives newspeople 
bananas. The names, of course, were 
easily obtainable and one of the members 
even answered questions for the press 
(predicting an end of the year report, for 
example) — but the names are still 
officially unknown.

THE MEMBERS form a kind of 
mini-United Nations, all cardinals with 
world-wide backgrounds: Canadian E. 
Gagnon, age 67 and in Rome since 1972; 
Italian O. Rossi, 76, in. Vatican service 
since 1938; African (Nigeria) F. Arinze, 
53, in Rome since 1984; Venezuelan R. 
Castillo Lara, 63, in Rome since 1982 
and Austrian A. Stickler, 75, director of 
the Vatican library since 1971. 


You may recall when all the cardinals 
met last fall to discuss Vatican money 
problems and curial reform the Vatican 
announced ‘‘substantial approval’’ of a 
seven-year-old Curial Reform 
Commission’s 160 recommendations for 
reform. The commission was disbanded. 


BUT IT is obvious, with the setting-up 
of this new group, that the reform is not 
ready for implementation. It is also 
obvious, after last fall’s Synod, what the 
main bones of contention are likely to be: 


1) The relationship between the 
world’s bishops conferences and the 
Curia. 


2) The theological basis for the Curia’s 
existence and its relationship to the pope, 
in whose name it speaks. 


THE CHURCH is much more a 
spiritual power today than when the 
Curia (born 1588) had Papal States and 
Vatican armies to administer. The 
Vatican Secretariat of State, chief office of 
the Curia, now has too many respon- 


sibilities and'too much power. It operates 


- as the Office of the Pope, overseeing the 


activities of all the other offices. It’s as if 


U.S. Secretary of State Schultz headed 


the White House Office, the State 
Department, and all the Cabinet Offices. 


The non-naming of the reform officials 
and the non-announcement of the 
existence of the commission until it met 
with the pope is a perfect example of the 
arcane press relations style currently run 
by the Secretary of State’s Office. I 
believe the only way to finally abandon 
this secrecy is to split out the public affairs 
office from the State Secretariat so that it 
can operate as a full scale Holy See press 
office on its own. 


headed by Philadelphia’s Cardinal’ Krol - 


has won a victory for open press relations 
with the recent announcement 
Vatican budgets and fiscal affairs ‘will be 
fully reported. That may be tough on 
many American church officials however. 


VATICAN OFFICES operate on such 
limited budgets (you often get letters from 
Rome typed by archbishops) I can hear 
the American bishops, once the Vatican 
figures are more widely known, telling 
their own fiscal officers, ‘‘Cut back. Cut 
back. The Vatican gets it done for half 
that amount and its dealing with the 
whole world.’? Oh well, nobody said 
reform was going to please everybody.

Sanctuary article missed the movement's point

This article is in response to the article in the Feb. 27 
issue by David Simcox entitled, ‘“‘Sanctuary Trials Raise 
Challenge, Questions.’’ It is most unfortunate that this is 
the only coverage Southern Cross has given since the five- 
and-a-half month old trial began — except for an 
occasional paragraph under ‘‘Briefs’’ — because this is a 
very biased article containing much misinformation. 


Simcox’s basic premise, as contained in the first 
paragraph of his article; is flawed. He states that, “‘the 
current trial of the Sanctuary activists raises still another 
challenge to the Christian who believes that immigration 
controls are not incompatible with Christian values.”’ 
And that, ‘‘the person who believes that our immigration 
laws. . . serve acommon good that takes precedence over 
any assumed right of sanctuary finds himself embattled.”’ 


THIS IS TO miss the point of both the sanctuary 
movement and of the current trial of the 11 church 
sanctuary workers in Tucson, Ariz. 


What is at issue is not the right of a nation to control its 
borders, but rather the misapplication of the current 
immigration laws to political refugees fleeing religious 
persecution and war in Central America. The entrance of 
these persons into the United States is properly governed 
by existing international law — which the U.S. signed but 
is now refusing to uphold — rather than our immigration 
laws. 


Simcox further characterizes sanctuary activists as part 
of a movement that ‘‘. . . on its own set(s) aside our 
immigration laws.”’ : 


ON THE CONTRARY, many members of the 
sanctuary movement have in recent years placed 
considerable time and energy into lobbying for reform of 
the current laws through the legislative process. They 
have also invested hundreds of thousands of dollars in the 
political asylum process trying to respond to the needs of 
Central American refugees through the legal system. 


It was only after years of seeing that these good-faith 
efforts at working within the system failed to save the lives 
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Opinion 


of many Salvadorans and Guatemalans who were 


consequently deported from the U.S., that these church 
workers began the sanctuary movement. 


Father Tony Clark, Sister Darlene Nicgorski, Rev. 
John Fife, Jim Corbett, Phil Willis-Conger, Peggy 
Hutchison, and the other church workers who are now on 
trial see their actions as a response to the gospel 
imperative to feed the hungry, clothe the naked, shelter 
the homeless, and welcome the stranger (cf. Matt. 25). 
They are firmly convinced that they are falsely accused of 
breaking a law which is being unjustly applied; and they 
believe that, morally, they must do all within their power 
to prevent another tragedy such as the holocaust, no 
matter what the personal cost. 


SIMCOX’S ASSERTION that the sanctuary 
movement is selective in its concern is accurate, but not 
for the reason he gives. It is selective because it applies 
only to those whose lives are clearly in danger if deported, 
as best as it can be ascertained through a detailed 
screening process. 


Public sanctuary is offered only to those who agree to 
tell their stories to the American people. Private sanctuary 
is offered to the rest. 


His lumping of Salvadorans with concern for 
Nicaraguans, Afghans, and Haitians is very misleading, 
as the political situations in each of these countries is very 
different. 


THE ONLY Nicaraguans whose lives might be 
endangered if they were deported from the United States 
are the Miskito Indians, and even their situation has 
recently greatly improved. 


Afghans are admitted into the United States in much 
greater numbers, percentage-wise, than Salvadorans and 
Guatemalans. 


The recent revolution in Haiti not withstanding, those 
whose lives would have been endangered by being 
returned should indeed be given sanctuary, if our 
government refuses to admit them as refugees or grant 
them political asylum or extended voluntary departure 
status. 


HOWEVER, IT is Salvadorans and Guatemalans, not 
Haitians, who enter the United States in the southwestern 
states where the sanctuary movement began. 


Simcox fails to mention that more than 97% of 
Salvadoran applicants and more than 99% of 
Guatemalan applicants were denied political asylum in 
the past three years. 

One purpose of public sanctuary is to allow the 
American public to learn from eye-witnesses the reality of 
the situation in Central America. Refugees who 


participate in this do so willingly and see it as an oppor- 
tunity to do something positive to help their loved ones 
whom they left behind. 


THEY BELIEVE in the innate goodness and sense of 
justice of the American people, and that if U.S. citizens 
really understood the truth of what is happening in 
Central America, they would pressure their government 
to change its policies insofar as these create the conditions 
which necessitate Salvadorans and Guatemalans having 
to flee their own countries. 


A recent informal poll of church sanctuary workers 
revealed that they have never met a Salvadoran or 
Guatemalan whom they have helped who did not want to 
return to his or her homeland as soon as it was safe to do 
so. They are not seeking permanent residency nor 
resettlement, but only temporary refuge. 


Refugees who are in public sanctuary are supported by 
the churches who offer them sanctuary. They are not a 
burden on the community as a whole because, for the 
most part, the services they receive are either donated 
inkind or paid for by the churches. 


FINALLY, SIMCOX’S rewriting of the parable of the 
Good Samaritan is insulting to church sanctuary workers 
in its impugning of their motives. 

I doubt that Simcox has ever interviewed any church 
sanctuary workers, especially any who live and minister 
along the border in Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, or 
California. If he had, he would have received a different 
interpretation of the parable from the one which he 
ascribes to them. 


One final observation: why does Simcox mention the 
trial only in passing? In doing so he has chosen to omit the 
following facts: : 

© that Judge Earl Carrol has refused to allow the 
defendants to explain their religious motivation, even 
though they include two priests, a nun, and a minister; 

e that he has barred any mention of applicable inter- 
national law, such as the 1980 Refugee Act; 

e that the jury is dismissed whenever any refugee- 
witness testifies about conditions in his or her Central 
American homeland or of fear for their lives if returned; 

e that the judge had deemed irrelevant any statistics 
about denial of their political asylum applications; 

e that the government’s star witness, a_ paid 
informant, has perjured himself at least three times, and 
the judge has refused the defense attorney’s requests for 
his disqualification, or for striking his testimony from the 
record, or for declaring a mistrial; 

© and that, in one instance, the judge who speaks no 
Spanish sustained one of the prosecutor’s objections even 
before the witnesses’ statement was translated into 
English. 


MUCH MORE could be said in response to Simcox’s 
article, but the above is sufficent to represent an opposing 
viewpoint. x

importance of Bishop Leo T. Maher’s recent pastoral 
letter on the subject of these health care centers. ‘‘I don’t 
think it is appropriate for public policy to be made in 
response to the doctrine of a particular religious group,”’ 
Payzant said. 


Father Clark reacted strongly to this quote, saying that 
it denotes a ‘‘moral and educational bankruptcy. Dr. 
Payzant’s view is only an attempt to conveniently avoid 
the question at hand. He should know, and probably 
does, that moral issues stand independent of religious 
conviction. His statement is actually quite patronizing.”’ 


PAYZANT’S ANSWER ‘“‘is not a good one, because 
he is refusing to take responsibility for a whole range of 
education which is not taking place within his schools,”’ 
Clark said. ‘“The schools are dedicated to teaching the full 
range of basic skills. Surely the most important of these is 
clear thinking and responsible decision-making. San 
Diego public schools have taken a values clarification 
approach, which is not really enough because it is 
indifferent towards the result of moral decisions. Clearly, 
some decisions are not so good as some others.”’ 


“‘What is needed in public schools,’’ Father Clark 
maintains, “‘is the recognition that there is a common 
moral base in our society, independent of religious beliefs. 
That moral base is made up of what we think is best for 
the common good.”’ 


‘“‘The recognition of this moral base and the need to 
educate about morality is recognized by the best of Dr. 
Payzant’s colleagues in the public sector,’’ Father Clark 
said. ‘‘People such as State Superintendent (William) 
Honig here in California and Secretary of Education 
William Bennett in Washington are saying that values 
clarification is not enough. 


(According to an April 12 article in the Tribune, 
Bennett said health clinics that dispense birth-control pills 
and devices have no place on school campuses. 


““That is not what school is for,’’ Bennett said at a 
national Education Writers Association conference in 
Baltimore, Md., last week. ‘‘Health clinics are a highly 
questionable, if not morally offensive, solution to teen-age 
pregnancy.’’) 

‘These people are saying that there is an explicity 
moral tenor to traditional education,’’ Father Clark said, 
speaking of Bennett and Honig. “‘It is not enough to 
impart skills and knowledge. The schools must also seek 
to form character. That includes individual responsibility 
and civic virtue. It also includes kindness, honesty, 
standards of right and wrong, and self-discipline.’’ 


“IT IS CERTAINLY not correct to see self-discipline 
as primarily a religious virtue,’’ Father Clark said. ‘‘The 
strength to say ‘no’ to oneself is advocated by everyone 
from Weighwatchers to the Marines. It is important that 
our young people learn that they have the strength to do 
what is best for them, and what is best for everybody. 
They don’t need a drug to be strong, they have that 
strength within themselves if only someone would call it 
forth. That is what education means, a calling forth.”’ 


Father Clark noted that ‘‘there are two primary 
agencies which teach morality in our nation, the home 
and the school. The American people know this, even if 
people like Dr. Payzant don’t. A 1984 Gallup poll showed 
that Americans think the two most important goals of 
public schools are learning to speak and write correctly, 
and developing standards of what is right and wrong.”’

Local pro-life groups oppose clinic plan

SAN DIEGO — A coalition of pro-life groups, 


religious denominations, and organizations concerned 
with traditional family values is being organized to oppose 
the opening of a school-based health center by the San 
Diego Unified School District (SDUSD). 


According to Joan Patton who initiated forming the 
coalition, it will continue to work to ‘‘restore family 
values in our schools’’ after the controversial health care 
issue is resolved. 


PATTON IS past president of the Right to Life 
Council of San Diego County. 


The Coalition for Family Values is one of several fronts 
on which pro-life groups are fighting SDUSD’s proposed 
school clinics. 


Patton sent letters to various community and religious 
leaders, urging them to set up a network of opposition 
against the measure and voice their protest at City 
Schools March 11 Board of Education meeting. 


IN HER letter she stated that the primary purpose of 
the health centers is to promote pregnancy counseling. 
This would perpetuate the 20-year-old Planned 
Parenthood philosophy and result in an increase of 
“promiscuity, venereal disease, pregnancies, teen 
parenthood, and abortions.”’ 

In addition, the clinics would require the district to pay 
large insurance premiums to cover the personnel 
involved, at taxpayers’ expense, she wrote. 


Patton urged the board to vote against appointing a 
task force to study the establishment of a health center, 
fearing ‘‘most of its members would be stacked in favor of 
a Planned Parenthood mentality,’’ she said. 


NINETEEN OF the 29 people who spoke at the board 
meeting objected to the clinic, Patton said, adding that 
pro-life representatives were among the 150 in 
attendance. Some advocated alternatives to the health 
centers, Patton said. ' 

One option is a ‘‘sex respect program’’ being piloted in 
Illinois, which encourages students to preserve their 
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chastity while dating. Another is the curriculum used in 
the San Marcos school district, she said. 


A report issued last year stated that 20 percent of the 
girls attending San Marcos High School became pregant 
during the 1983-84 school year. 


DESPITE THE opposition expressed at the meeting, 
the board voted 3-2 to set up a task force assigned to 
report to Superintendent Thomas Payzant in June. He 
appointed most of the members, Patton said. The board 
will name a few task force members who oppose the 
centers, Patton said, adding that she hoped they will 
present a minority report. 


The Right to Life Council will employ another strategy 
to combat the public school clinic. Before the June 
primary election, it will mail school board candidates a 
questionnaire, which will include the item: ‘‘Will you 
oppose public school on-campus clinics whose services 
include dispensing abortifacients and referring for 
abortions?”’ 


The council will compile the candidates’ responses on 
right-to-life issues and distribute surveys of each one’s 
position to its 4,000 members and to churches, Patton 
said. 


A REPORT by James Kaupp, assistant sueprintendent 
of SDUSD’s Educational Services Division, cites the 
“‘rising incidence of teen-age pregnancies’ as one of eight 
problems to be addressed by the ‘‘school-based health 
care delivery systems for targeted populations.”’ 


Other concerns include alcohol and substance abuse, 
depression and suicide, physical and emotional effects of 
stress, and effects of health problems on educational 
achievement. -

Local Filipinos aid island’s needy

SAN DIEGO — Easter Sunday found Father Edd 
LLeva, associate pastor of St. Mary Church, National 
City, flying to his homeland in the Philippines to meet 
with Cardinal Jaime Sin. 


He took along part of the San Diego Filipino 
community — in the form of a $2,000 check donated by 
the newly formed Puso Philippines, chairman Dr. Edgar 
Gamboa said. The funds, earmarked to provide food, 
clothing, and medicine for the poor in the islands, will be 
channeled through the Catholic Bishops’ Conference of 
the Philippines and the new government, he added. 


PUSO PHILIPPINES was born during Masses 
celebrated in churches in thanksgiving for the peaceful 
transition of government in the Philippines. The Masses 
were held at St. Mary Church, National City; St. 
Charles, Imperial Beach; Holy Family, Linda Vista; and 
the Immaculata, said Remy Jimenez, chairwoman of the 
Diocesan Pastoral Commission for Filipinos which 
planned the liturgies. 


During these celebrations Gamboa asked the 
assemblies to join forces in providing relief to the needy in 
the Philippines. 


‘“The response was overwhelming,” he said. It resulted 
in the formation of a 19-member coordinating council for 
the project. Executive Directors are Dr. Cesar Gandari 
and Dr. Edwin Yorobe. Jimenez and Abing Yamane of 
the Filipino pastoral commission are members. 


ACCORDING TO commission member John 
Casison, ‘‘pusi, meaning heart, was chosen. . .to express 
concern and solidarity with the new Philippine 


Most bishops publicly silent in Philippines 


MANILA, Philippines (NC) — In contrast to their 
outspoken leadership during the revolution that ousted 
Ferdinand Marcos, most Philippine bishops have been 
virtually silent on political matters since the government 
of President Corazon Aquino took office Feb. 25. 


They indicated no immediate public reaction to Mrs. 
Aquino’s dissolution of Parliament or proclamation of a 
provisional ‘‘freedom’’ constitution. 


HOWEVER, THE bishops have expressed unease 
with the degree of political power they were able to wield 
in the events leading to the Marcos overthrow. 


“It is the duty of lay people to restore the temporal 
order,’’ Cardinal Jaime Sin of Manila said when 
questioned about the silence. ‘‘The church steps in only if 
lay people are unwilling — or unable — to do so.”’ 


However, the bishops’ public affairs committee — 
formed as a liaison between the bishops and the 
government — has met regularly to define the church’s 
proper relationship with the new government. 


AUXILIARY BISHOP Teodoro Bacani of Manila, 
public affairs committee head, said the church- 
government relationship should be one of “‘constructive 
critical cooperation.”’ 


‘‘We mean to collaborate or cooperate, to support this 
administration, but we don’t want to be identified with 
it,’’ Bishop Bacani said. 

He said the committee wanted the bishops to 
‘maintain a certain distance”’ from the government. 


THE BISHOPS as a group have found no real need to 
speak for or against anything that the new government 
has done, according to Msgr. Rogelio Palma of the 
Philippines bishops’ conference. 


The Association of Major Religious Superiors of the 
Philippines also has been silent since backing the bishops’ 
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Feb. 14 post-election statement condemning electoral 
fraud, said Maryknoll Father Tom Marti of the superiors’ 
justice and peace office. 


The reluctance of some bishops to speak on sensitive 
political matters might be traced to their unease at the 
great political influence or power the Philippine church 
has, according to 20 bishops who gathered March 16-17 
at Jesuit-run Ateneo de Manila University. 


IN A SUMMARY of their discussions written by 
retired Bishop Francisco F. Claver of Malaybalay, the 
bishops said they questioned “‘whether in fact and not 
only in appearance the church of the Philippines has 
become too political and malakas (powerful) in the 
cultural acceptance of the term.’’ 


‘‘The danger is there. . . and the bishops are not too 
happy with the interpretation of the church’s power in 
purely political (and cultural) terms,’’ Bishop Claver said. 


Saying it was impossible to avoid having influence or 
power in the predominantly Catholic Philippines, the 20 
bishops said that ‘‘whatever ‘power’ the church enjoys in 
Philippine society must always be a power for good, a 
power ever at the service of people, for their well-being, 
for their development and growth as Filipinos and as 
Christians.”

Gamboa said the group hopes to send another $2,000 to 
the Philippines’ bishops’ conference by the end of April. 
This body, ‘‘the most involved in humanitarian work’”’ in 
the islands, will determine how the funds will be used, he 
said. 


Puso Philippines has also collected nearly 50 boxes of 
relief goods, Gamboa said, adding that the problem of 
transporting them has delayed shipment. 


HE HOPES TO work with Philippine bishops and the 
government’s ministry of health in establishing clinics in 
the islands where American medical personnel would 
volunteer their services for a given period of time. 


Jimenez, a registered nurse, said she wants to join such 
a team, adding that outdated medical equipment would 
be welcome donations in the Philippines. 


Puso Philippines is not alone in its efforts to provide 
relief to the poor in the Philippines. 


THE FILIPINO Community of St. Michael (FCSM) 
parish has pledged to support a feeding center in the 
Diocese of Bacolod, Negros Occidental. 


Widespread starvation in that area followed last year’s 
collapse of the sugar industry which supported about two- 
thirds of the population, FCSM president Marie Osias 
said. 

The group has donated $1,000 to feed 150 pre-school 
children for a three-month period. Rolando Espino, a 
journalist in the Bacolod diocese who has been visiting his 
sister at St. Michael’s, will deliver the donation to Bishop 
Antonio Fortich of the Bacolod diocese, Osias said. 

INFORMATION FROM Bishop Fortich states that in 
his diocese, over 80,000 children under age 6 are mal- 
nourished. He employs nutritionists and _ recruits 
volunteer physicians to feed the children and provide for 
their medical needs. 

FCSM’s goal is to contribute another $1,000 for this 
cause, Osias said.

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Bishop says Church may lose Hispanic Catholics

LEMON GROVE — If the Church 
does not find a way to minister to 
Hispanic Catholics in the United States 
and halt their flow into fundamentalist 
groups, the Church may end up losing the 
21 milion Hispanics in this country to 
such grqups, according to Bishop Ricardo 
Ramirez of Las Cruces, New Mexico. 


Bishop Ramirez said the ‘‘Protestant 
leakage’’ of Hispanic Catholics is “due to 
the proselytism of fundamentalist groups. 
We haven’t done a whole lot’’ in the 
Church to counter this flow by 
ministering to Hispanic Catholics. 


THE LAS CRUCES bishop visited 
San Diego April 10 to speak on the J// 
Encuentro Hispano de Pastoral, its 
importance, and its future projection. 
Thursday morning he addressed nearly 
25 priests at St. John of the Cross, Lemon 
Grove. In the evening he spoke to some 
150 lay people at La Quinta de 
Guadalupe in Imperial Beach. 


Hispanic conversion to Protestantism is 
‘*sad,’’ Bishop Ramirez told the priests. 
‘It’s sad not just because they’re leaving 
the Church but also because they’re 
losing the vision’’ the Church offers, such 
as the fullness of sacramental life. 


Hispanic conversion from Catholicism 
‘‘divides families dramatically, sadly,’’ he 
said. The bishop related a story of a 
Hispanic family, some of whom were 
Catholics and others of whom were 
Protestants, who attended their 
grandmother’s funeral. The family’s 
denominational differences caused 
friction at the funeral service as some 
there refused to sing certain songs or 
recite some prayers, he explained. 


“THIS DIVISION is contrary to 
(Hispanic) culture and the way Hispanics 


are raised. Hispanics are raised to be 
hospitable and respectful. . .not to turn 
(their) heads away from others,” Bishop 
Ramirez said. 


Bishop Ramirez explained to the 
priests that one important idea to emerge 
as a result of the III Encuentro process 
was that of pastoral de conjunto, 
collaborative ministry. At the Encuentro 
held last August in Washington D.C., a 
mixed group of people gave their input, 
he said, noting that bishops worked 
alongside young people at the Encuentro 
meetings. 


Collaborative ministry is not a new 
idea, however, as it is one of the Vatican 
II reforms, he said. 


DIALOGUE AND listening between 
priests and laity are needed to.run a 
parish, he said. Neither of the two can 
adminster a parish by themselves, he 


added. 


Another message to emerge at the III 
Encuentro was that ‘‘Hispanic people are 
ready to do something. They’re ready to 
roll up their sleeves and work,’’ the 
bishop said. ‘‘They’re ready to do what 
they can to enhance the life of the 
Catholic Church.”’ 


Bishop Ramirez contrasted this Third 
Encuentro result with the First and 
Second Encuentros, which were more 
‘‘sive me’’ oriented. 


THE FIRST Encuentro, held in 1972, 
was directed toward ‘‘consciousness 
raising.’’ It came about because of 
“feelings of resentment felt by 
Hispanics,’’ he said, adding that they felt 
they were ‘‘being left out of the Church.”’

Bishops meetings last fall, he explained. 


At the Second Encuentro in 1977, ‘‘the 
harsh tone had softened,’’ Bishop 
Ramirez said. Idealism emerged in its 
place, he said, noting statements such as 
‘‘we demand that all political prisoners in 
the world be released’’ as an example of 
this idealism. 


IN THE FIVE years between the First 
and Second Encuentros, ‘‘millions of 
dollars were spent on Hispanic 
evangelization efforts,’’ Bishop Ramirez 
said. ‘“The bishops began to be convinced 
of the need to address Hispanic 
ministry.” 

The bishops’ concern was seen in the 
speed with which the bishops’ pastoral 
letter on Hispanic ministry was 
completed, he explained, adding that the 
letter, begun in fall 1982, was completed 
so quickly because groundwork had 
already been laid through the Encuentro 
process. 


When the letter was read and approved 
at the bishops’ meeting in fall 1983, the 
Third Encuentro process began, he said. 


ALTHOUGH MEETINGS were held 
in August 1985, the Third Encuentro 
‘process is still going on,’’ Bishop 
Ramirez explained. The process is now in 
the pastoral plan stage, developing 
strategies for outreach to the Hispanic 
community, he added. 


Dioceses throughout the United States 
are holding meetings, attended by laity, 
priests, and Religious, to develop a 
pastoral plan for Hispanics. Their ideas 
will be discussed by U.S. bishops at their 
national meeting next fall. 


Bishop Ramirez said a final Hispanic 
pastoral plan will be issued by U.S. 
bishops in two years. It will be used as a 
guide for dioceses and parishes in 


developing their own pastoral plans.

“TJ BELIEVE THE Encuentro is in 
line with Vatican II’’ because of the 
consultation and collaboration methods 
used in the process, Bishop Ramirez said. 
Bishops have consulted and collaborated 
with the people throughout the Encuentro 
process, he added. 


The Encuentro process and_ the 
Hispanic pastoral plan being developed is 
not designed to create segregation, Bishop 
Ramirez said, adding that there is 
concern over the possible creation of a 
‘‘parallel church.’’ Adaptation of the final 
pastoral plan may be needed to ensure 
that English- and Spanish-speaking 
groups work together, not separately, he 
said. 


Bishop Ramirez noted that the U.S.’ 
21 million Hispanics are still mostly 
Catholic. ‘‘The Hispanic presence 
provides a great potential for the 
Church,”’ he said, citing vocations as one 
example of this potential. 


“THE CHURCH should be at the 
defense of and welcome any group who 
comes to this country,’’ he said. 


The Church has a mission to evangelize 
and reach out to those who come to this 
country from Latin America. ‘‘We must 
do this in Spanish. We can’t wait for 
(Hispanics) to learn English,’’ the bishop 
said. One reason why Methodists and 
Baptists have been so - successful in 
converting Hispanics is that they learned 
Spanish and they also recruited Hispanics 
as ministers, he explained. 


The Church has to look for ways to 
train people better, he said. ‘‘We often 
hear that people are sacramentalized but 
not evangelized.’’ Bible study classes and 
catechetical formation courses are two 
evangelization methods the Church can 
use to better educate Catholics in the 
faith.

Education investigators visited San Diego 
March 13-14 to review diocesan 
complaints against the district. 


Six diocesan complaints against 
SDUSD’s Chapter I program for 
Catholic schools were studied by the state 
team. The investigators agreed with the 
diocese on five of the points at issue, 
Father Clark said. 


ITEMS SDUSD was found to have 
violated as listed in the state investigation 
team’s report included: 

e ‘‘failing to submit and implement a 
complete plan which provides Chapter I 
services to educationally deprived, low- 
income students in private/sectarian 
schools.’’ 

° ‘‘failing to provide an environment 
and physical location which will assure 
participation of eligible sectarian school 
students on an equitable basis.’’ 

e “failing to provide sufficient 
materials for use by the eligible students 
in sectarian schools.’’ 


e ‘‘failing to provide adequate time 
and resources to give opportunity for staff 


reservation, we exclude military force as 
an acceptable way to deal with the 
problem,’’ the statement said. 


“The bombing of Tripoli and other 
Libyan targets has resulted in what it was 
meant to protest — the injury and death 
of innocent civilians. The bombing will 
certainly cause what it was meant to 
prevent — more and worst terrorist 
attacks.”’ 


PAX CHRISTI said the bombing 
would increase East-West tensions in the 
Mediterranean and alienate Arab govern- 
ments. It called upon the U.S. 
government ‘“‘to explore all peaceful 
options for preventing terrorism.”’ 


Benedictine Sister Mary Lou 
Kownacki, national coordinator of Pax 
Christi, said such peaceful options include 
more economic sanctions, since multi- 
national corporations continue to do 
business in Libya, and _ increased 
negotiations with the Arab states. 


USD sponsors tutoring 
program for inner-city students 


ALCALA PARK — The University of 
San Diego English Department has begun 
a tutoring program for elementary school 
students in southeast San Diego. 

Thirty-three USD students are 
teaching English, reading, and 
mathematics to children at five grammar 
schools. 

Because of the program’s success this 
semester, Sister Betsy Walsh, faculty 
supervisor, expects to continue providing 
tutors to the community this summer and 
next fall. 

““To extend the possibility of the 
educational process to the poor and 
marginalized members of society is the 
privilege and the responsibility of the 
Catholic university,’’ Sister Walsh said. 

‘“‘T have been struck by how much the 
children want our help,’’ said Joni 


Iglinski, a tutor. ‘““They are so warm and 
welcoming. Their attitudes have sparked 
enthusiasm among the tutors.”’ 

During Easter break, tutors took many 
of the children in the program to Balboa 
Park for an afternoon of recreation. 

Elementary schools taking part in the 
program include Balboa, Our Lady of 
Angels, Our Lady of Guadalupe, St. 
Jude, and Sherman. 

Between 85 and 95 percent of the 
children being tutored are Spanish- 
speaking. 

‘‘Many of their parents do not know 
English; therefore, the children cannot 
get help with homework at home,’’ 
Iglinski said. 

Six of the tutors are volunteers, while 
27 are receiving credit. Tutors are 
English, Spanish, and education majors.

articulation.”’ 


The State Department of Education 
will moniter the district’s plans to correct 
the items it was found to have violated, 
Father Clark said. 


Although SDUSD has only until April 
25 to correct several violations, Father 
Clark does not anticipate that the district 
will meet this deadline. One item to be 
corrected by that date is providing 
Chapter I service for seven parochial 
schools’ students who have yet to receive 
instruction. Students at five diocesan 


elementary schools in SDUSD now 
receive instruction on buses that have 
been converted into classrooms. 


CHAPTER IL is the section of the 1981 
Education Consolidation and 
Improvement Act that provides remedial 
assistance to poor children. Both public 
and private school students may be 
eligible for Chapter I aid, but the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled in July 1985 that 
public school teachers may not provide 
remedial instruction in private schools. 


Sister finds joy in prison ministry

MIRA MESA — Sister Antonio 
Brenner, who counsels the 1,500 men 
behind bars at Tijuana’s La Mesa Prison, 
addressed a heartwarmed crowd April 13 
during a Good Shepherd Young Adults 
Club meeting in Good Shepherd School 


auditorium. 


The short, hardy woman who stood 
dwarfed by the podium gave testimony to 
the joy she has found and the miracles she 
has witnessed during her ten years of 
prison ministry. 


FOR EIGHT years Sister Brenner has 
lived inside La Mesa Prison. She said it is 
a ‘‘joyful experience’’ which gives her an 
opportunity to ‘“‘bring God’s love to 
people in real agony.”’ 

Through her support and guidance, 
prisoners come to know, love, and respect 
God, themselves, and each other. ‘“‘I tell 
them they’ve been blessed by going to 
prison,’’ she said, ‘‘because there they 
are going to think about what counts.”’ 
She brings them the hope of Jesus’ 
message, telling them, ‘‘he loves you 
more than what you’ve done.”’ 


During the talk, Sister Brenner 
reminded her audience that at one time 
‘‘Jesus, too, was a prisoner, neither 
wanted nor loved.’’ She said we must 
“‘make a distinction between the sinner 
and the sin. You are not the same as the 
sins you've committed.”’ 


LIVING AT La Mesa Prison has 
taught her to be careful not to judge 
others, she said. ‘Only God can judge 
them,’’ Sister Brenner said. ‘“The sign 
Jesus wants from us it to love one 
another.’ 


Her ministry began ten years ago, the 
result of an unforgettable dream in which 
she met Jesus at Calvary as he took her 
own place on the cross. ‘‘I didn’t know 
him,”’ she said, adding that she was 
overwhelmed when she looked into his 
face and saw his willingness to die for her, 
to ‘‘give all and expect nothing from

me. 


The vision of Jesus in the dream was 
faceless, she noted, pointing out that in 
““every prisoner’s face I find the face of 
Jesus.”’

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Teen-age fears and behaviors 


“Teenagers . . . if you are tired of being hassled by 
unreasonable parents now is the time for action!! 


“Leave home and pay your own way while you still know 
everything! 

I chuckled when I read and bought this poster. I’ve 
even been known to yank it off the refrigerator and hand 
it to a stony-faced adolescent at showdown time. It’s a 
not-so-subtle way of saying, ‘‘Because I said so.’’ 


In cooler moments, however, I realize it’s an 
inadequate response to an adolescent’s attempt to grow 
up. We seem more prone to focus on teen behaviors than 
fears. 


IN A SURVEY conducted by Teen Age magazine, 
here in order of priority are the responses teens gave to 
the question, ‘‘What are you afraid of?’’: Nuclear war — 
57%; Parents dying — 54%; Failing school — 44%; 
Dying — 43%; Having a car accident — 34%; 
Loneliness — 33%; Not having a boyfriend/girlfriend — 
30%; Being beaten/injured — 29%; Disease — 28%; 
Rejection — 28%. 

These are reasonable fears and it’s fair to assume that 
adolescents living under our roof have one or several of 
them. It’s also likely that they won’t admit to them. Like 
adults, they tend to push them under and pretend to be in 
control. 

We err when we mistake teens’ icy exterior for 
confidence. I hear some parents say, ‘‘My teenager 
doesn’t have any concerns. He’s just a happy-go-lucky

kid.’’ I question their judgment because teens are very 
good at pretending. Often, the more anxious they feel, the 
more confidence they project. 


THE BEST parents of adolescents have the best 
memories of what it was like being an adolescent. 
Contrary to the popular images that adolescence is a 
carefree and gay time, it is a painful time for most. Many 
feel ugly and lonely a good deal of the time. 


And they worry a lot more than parents realize. If we 
look beyond that surface confronting body that irritates us 
so and see instead an insecure person trying to sort out life 
and relationships, we will respond more empathetically 
than angrily. 

If we can control our instant reaction and say to 
ourselves, ‘“‘Something’s bothering him,’’ instead of, 
“‘Why is he treating me like this?,’’ our attitude changes. 


I LEARNED this years ago when I taught high 
schoolers. I had one 16-year-old who made teaching 
miserable. He was brash, impertinent, and downright 
obnoxious at times. I was firm, authoritarian, and 
determined not to let him ruin my class. 


For the first month, we were confrontational. I tried a 
variety of techniques: isolation, humiliation (which 
backfired and put the class on his side), and incarceration 
after school, during which time we stared hostilely at one 
another. 


Finally, I reached back into educational psychology and 
decided to back off. One day when he made a nasty 
remark, I looked at him empathetically and said, ‘‘You 
must be really hurting to feel like that.’’ He fell silent and 
so did the class. 


YOU SEE, they knew he was hurting or he wouldn’t 
have behaved as he did. He was subdued the following 
day and after that, whenever he acted up, I just smiled 
knowingly at him. 

A couple of weeks later, he dropped by after school, 
uninvited, and asked if he could talk. He was hurting, 
living in the limbo of his parents’ constant wars. Once he 
felt understood, he became likeable. 


In understanding teens, we often have to ignore their 
behavior toward us. At times like this, I try to remember 


the story of the father who berated his son angrily for over . 


an hour. Finally, he said in exasperation, ‘‘Why don’t 
you grow up?”’ 

WITH TEARS in his eyes, his son replied, ‘“That’s 
what I’m trying to do.”’ 

It’s good to remember that when we get into a standoff 
with our teens. 


Holy Thursday 


QUESTION: Could you please tell 
us when Lent officially ends now? Is it 
after the Holy Saturday Vigil Mass? 
(Texas) ‘ 

ANSWER: Lent now ends on Holy 
Thursday. Those of us whose memories 
go back several decades will recall that 
Lent ended at noon on Holy Saturday 
until about 20 years ago. This happened 
because the great liturgies of Holy 
Thursday and Holy Saturday were all 
twisted out of shape and were celebrated 
in the morning of those days. 


Before this, the long tradition of the 
church was that the Sacred Triduum 
(literally the sacred ‘‘three days’’) formed 
a separate holy time between Lent and the 
beginning of the Easter season. 


NOW, OF COURSE, the Mass 
celebrating the institution of the Eucharist 
takes place on Holy Thursday night and 
the Easter Vigil is back where it 
traditionally belongs during the night 
between Holy Saturday and Easter 
Sunday. 

Thus the ‘“‘General Norms for the 
Liturgical Year and Calendar’’ 
promulgated by Pope Paul VI in 1969, 
after defining the purposes of Lent, state: 
“‘Lent lasts from Ash Wednesday to the 
Mass of the Lord’s Supper exclusive’’ 
(No. 28).

In other words Lent ends before the 
Mass on Holy Thursday evening. 


THE EASTER Triduum itself begins 
with the evening Mass on Holy 
Thursday, reaches its high point in the 
Easter Vigil and closes with evening 
prayer on Easter Sunday (No. 19). 


These norms are now included in the 
Roman Missal (Sacramentary) and are 
reflected in the celebration sections of this 
and other liturgical books. 


QUESTION: Did Mary the Mother 
of Jesus die while here on earth or was 
she assumed into heaven while still 
alive? 

We have heard conflicting stories. 


ANSWER: The answer to your 
question has been discussed pro and con 
in the church for centuries. 


Officially the church has no position on 
it one way or the other.

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Obispo se opone al plan de establecer clinica para las escuelas 


Por el Sr. Obispo Leo T. Maher 


Lo siguiente es una carta escrita por el Obispo Maher a catélicos en la Diocesis de 
San Diego en referencia al plan de establecer un centro de salud para las escuelas 
publicas en San Diego. 


E] dia ll de marzo, el Consejo de Educacién de San 
Diego nombré un grupo encargado de estudiar el 
establecimiento de un centro de salud en las escuelas. Esto 
fue hecho a pesar de las objeciones de dos terceras partes 
de los oradores escuchados por el consejo. 


Las objeciones presentadas al consejo estan bien 
tomadas. Dar servicios de salud no es la responsabilidad 
del sistema escolar. De hecho, los servicios que los centros 
de salud proporcionarfan ya son facilmente accesibles 
gratuitamente para estudiantes necesitados. ¢Porqué, 
entonces, se reunié un grupo para estudiar la posibilidad 
de duplicar servicios a la comunidad ya existentes? 


PARECE QUE la principal razén es encontrar un 
medio aparentemente legftimo de proporcionar asesoria 
en problemas de embarazo, proporcionar anti- 
conceptivos, y consulta sobre el aborto, a los jdvenes 
adolescentes. La inclusién de otros problemas de salud en 
la lista de preocupaciones del consejo de educacidn es 
meramente un atentado de obscurecer el verdadero 
propésito de este centro de salud. 


Una de las personas que principalmente abogan por 
este programa en nuestras escuelas publicas es portavoz 
de Planned Parenthood (Planificacién Familiar). Por 
definicidn, esta organizacidn se dedica sobre todo al 
control de la natalidad, ya sea se logre por anticonceptivos 
o por aborto. Planned Parenthood consistentemente y 
erréneamente considera el embarazo un problema de 
salud. Por lo tanto busca controlar el embarazo usando 


medios medicinales, pildoras, dispositivos artificiales o el 
aborto. Niega que haya un componente moral a la 
actividad sexual. Trdgicamente, la mentalidad de 
Planned Parenthood, que es insidiosa en su ataque a las 
vidas de los no-nacidos, ha penetrado en nuestra 
sociedad. 


Sin embargo, los problemas morales de este asunto no 
pueden negarse ni pasarse por alto. La actividad sexual 
fuera del matrimonio es inmoral. El ofrecer anti- 
conceptivos o abortos a nifios de escuela es 
inherentemente perverso, pues tacitamente los estimula a 
actuar de manera promiscua. Claramente les sugiere que 
estan ‘‘a salvo’’ para conducirse como adultos casados, 
sin ninguna conciencia de las responsabilidades del adulto 
o del matrimonio. Expone a los adolescentes a 20 
enfermedades venéreas que son casi epidémicas en 
nuestra_sociedad y que pueden resultar en esterilidad o 
muerte. Es anti-educativo, pues desanima a que los 
jévenes aprendan auto-disciplina y los anima a actuar de 
una manera irresponsable, indulgente y pecaminosa. En 
otras comunidades, estas llamadas clinicas de ‘‘salud’’ se 
han convertido en semilleros para abortos de 
adolescentes, particularmente entre los grupos 
minoritarios y los pobres. Una motivacién subyacente 
para establecer estos centros de salud es racista, es decir, 
el privar a las minorfas étnicas de su derecho a tener hijos. 


LOS OFICIALES escolares han declarado que los 
estudiantes necesitarfan la autorizacién firmada por sus 
padres para usar los recursos de los centros. Esto podra 
ser cierto en cuanto al tratamiento médico, pero la ley de 
California permite a menores de edad que reciban anti- 
conceptivos y abortos sin el conocimiento ni el 
consentimiento de sus padres. 


li! Encuentro Nacional Hispano 


Parece aparente que el centro de salud situado en la 
escuela serfa para todas intenciones y propdsitos una 
clinica de control de natalidad facilmente accesible a sus 
hijos adolescentes, patrocinada y establecida por el 
Consejo de Educacidn. Los derechos, la autoridad, y las 
responsabilidades de los padres de familia serian 
socavados por oficiales publicos y la politica del consejo de 
educacioén. Tanto como catdlicos como contribuidores de 
impuestos, esto debe ser profundamente ofensivo para 
ustedes. 


Es muy importante que informemos al-Consejo de 
Educacidn de San Diego de nuestra oposicidn a la 
posibilidad de establecer estos centros de salud en las 
escuelas.

Introduccion 


Hace atin pocos afios, cuando se nombraba la “‘justicia 
social,’” muchos ponfanse en guardia, creyendo que era 
esto un concepto y un término peligroso y nuevo, creado 
por las mentes revolucionarias de extrema izquierda, para 
reclamar por medio de la violencia, los derechos 
inventados para las muchedumbres de empobrecidos que 
hay en el mundo ; y todas las ‘‘gentes de bien’’ (al 
centro y a la extrema derecha) reaccionaban indignadas 
contra este nuevo embeleco-fantasma de la ‘‘justicia 
social.”’ 


Desde luego, una posicidn asi, primitiva, defensiva y 
adversa, es fruto siempre de una gran ignorancia: con 
perddén de todos, casi nadie sabe qué es la ‘‘justicia.”’ 
Muchisimos ignoran en qué consiste esencialmente la 
‘*sociedad;’’ y, en consecuencia, es reducidisimo el 
numero de los que podrian explicar qué es realmente la 
“Justicia social.’’ 


POR ELLO el tema en verdad es nuevo, y requerimos 
definir los términos para acordar de qué estamos 
tratando. 


Definiendo términos 


iQué es “‘justicia?’’ Después de trece siglos de filosoffa. 


y reflexidn cristiana, que depurdé la sabidurfa de las 
culturas anteriores, Santo Tomas de Aquino (1260) pudo 
definir a la luz de Dios la ‘‘justicia,’’ diciendo que es “‘la 
voluntad constante y eficaz de dar a cada uno lo que le 
pertenece’’ (Sum.Th.2-2,q.9,a.67). 


Pero, ¢qué es lo que le pertenece necesariamente a cada 
uno? 

LAS CIENCIAS humanas y la reflexion cristiana han 
investigado esto a través de los siglos, y responden: ‘‘Lo 
que necesaria y esencialmente pertenece a cada uno y a 
todos los humanos por igual, son los elementos y valores 
que integran la naturaleza personal de cada uno, y los 
bienes necesarios para que cada cual alcance su perfeccidén 
debida, segtin los designios del Creador.’’ (‘‘imagenes, 
semejanzas, hijos de Dios:’’ destinados a ser perfectos 
como el Padre: Gn. 1,26:1,28.Ef.1,3+;Mt.5,48; 
Enciclicas sociales, desde Leon XIII hasta J. Paulo II). 


Esos elementos, valores y bienes integrantes de la 
naturaleza se llaman los derechos fundamentales de la 
persona humana. 


éQué proceder es necesario para realizar toda justicia? 


SIEMPRE SE trata de una relacién activa mutua entre 
dos “‘términos’’ (0 sujetos) que entregan y reciben lo que 
a cada uno le pertenece. La variedad y caracteristicas 
propias de esos “‘sujetos’’ han dado origen a la divisién 
clasica de la justicia en estas cuatro clases: 


© Cuando la relacidn de entregar y recibir lo suyo rige 
entre los ciudadanos y el estado, se origina la justicia 


legal. (p.e.: el estado entrega seguridad y servicios 
puiblicos; los ciudadanos dan respeto a la ley y tributos. 
Ver Exodo, Jueces, Crénicas, Reyes, Deuteronomio.) 


e Si la relacién es de intercambio entre vendedor y 
comprador, entre oferta y demanda, entre negociantes, se 
origina entonces la justicia conmutativa. (p.e.: Dt. 
24,14+). 

© Si la relacidén nace entre electores y elegibles, entre 
seleccionantes y seleccionados, por ejemplo para cargos, 
empleos o premios, tendremos la justicia distributiva. 
(p.e.: Dios elige a David: I Sam. 16,1 +). 


¢ Cuando los ‘‘términos’’ son, de una parte los 
individuos y los grupos sociales, y de la otra el bien comuin 
de toda una sociedad integral, entonces se trata de la 
justicia social.

iQué es Io “‘social?’’ ;Qué es la sociedad? 

Los socidlogos definen a la sociedad como “‘la 
estructura formada por muchos seres humanos 
organizados en grupos (obreros, patronos, empleados, 
estudiantes, militares, clérigos, j6venes, ancianos, etc.) 
interrelacionados, que se consideran como una unidad, 
participan de una misma cultura, y procuran el bien 
comun para todos (p.e. sociedad americana, francesa, 
mexicana, etc. . . ; J.H. Fichter; H. Schoeck.) 


ESTE CONCEPTO y esta realidad de ‘‘sociedad’’ los 
consagr6 y fundamento Jesus, al encarnarse y vivir dentro 
de la estructura formada por grupos (fariseos, sacerdotes, 
publicanos, escribas, soldados, obreros, ricos, pobres, 
etc.) interrelacionados dentro de la cultura judia 
(religioso-politica-econdmica) de su tiempo. Ver los 4
